effect of changing her policy towards 
Qhina, and that diplomacy and not 
warfare will now bo the favoured mode 
of settling disputes and obtaining con- 
cessions, Whether or not the former 
“annexation” of Kuldja or 1H be rear. 
ranged by Chung How at the Russian 
Capital, the bone of contention farnished 
by continual disorders will always arive,

foreign’ Legations wore notified that 
foreigners were expected not to show 
themeelves where the procession passed, 
a fow “barbsrians” managed to get a 
very good view of the procession from a 
house looking upon the.street, The Em- 
peror, who is.now eight years of age, 
looked very well, but the procession as 
a spectacle was not the grand affair that 
every one expected, One of the most 
attractive sighta, next to that of the live 
boy Emperor, was a couple of carts 
containing—dogs, and cate! Four or 
five thousand pedple are following the 
Emperor, as well as several thousands of 
carta} and tho consequence is, that the 
traflicin thestreets bas now almost ceased. 
Since the Emperor left, a number. of 
soldiers are keeping watch at the differ- 
ent gates, which are now. closed earlier 
and opened later than usaal—a most 
childish. precautionary measure. ' 
“When wo awoke on‘the 10th, the 
und was. covered with snow—a very 
unusual sight at this time of the year.’” 


L'Indépendant de Saigon—whioh was 
resuscitated on the Ist of April, after 
two years’ rest—declares itself to. be 
Republican, and even advanced Repub- 
lican, in its political views ; but sensibly 
adds that “because we are at such a 
distance from the metropolis, and because 
of the difficulty of forming opinions on 
the events that take place in Europe, 
we can only devote a few lines to- poli- 
tics, Our true object is the Colony, and 
its interesté.” Its platform appeara to 
be aa independent as its name implies.

ROBERTS AND SHORTER, 
BILLIARD PLAYERS, 

These gentlemen mado thelr first appoar- 
ance in Hongkong, as professional billard 
players, at tho Stag Hotch yeaterday even- 
‘ing, when an audience of some forty or 
filty gentlemen patronized them, the audi- 
ence comprising some of our best local 
amateur handlers of the ous. The billiard 
room of tho ‘* Stag” was commodiously and 
neatly fitted up, and room was provided 


for over 4 hundred, Wo were dorry for 
tro reasons that ao few attended ; -firat, 
these catorers.to the public ‘love ot enter- 
talument . deserve |‘ encouragement, thoir 
non-recelpt of which may lead to a decrease 
of the enterprise which brings men so far 
East to show us the newest: feats and tricks, 
and perform for us the nowest opera; and 
second, those who neglected to come misaod 
a treat, ihe gentlemen present saw a 
beautiful game played, and enjoyed it; they 
were liberal in thoic applause, when, now 
Shorter, n67 Roberts, made'a stroke of sur- 
passing oxcsllence. ‘hey played 760 up, and 
Shorter gave his opponent 200 points, This 
gift.was not marked up to Roberts’ score 
on aturting, which conalderably confused 
some of the spectators. One gentloman 
emphatically declared ‘*he did not kiow 
which was -Roberts, nor yet which was 
Shorter?’; and was told by his friend that if 
he knew which was either he could pretty 
woil guess who was the other. . Things 
were adjusted to everybody's. satisfaction 
however, when it was explained that ‘the 
shorter gent! man was not Shorter ; he waa 
Roberts, Tho taller . gentleman. was 
Shorter.” To proceed to business, the 
faller gentleman broke the balla, giving a 
miss. Roberta did the same. -They played 
quietly and carefully, without any driving, 


and by. short breaks, uatil they stood : | 


Shorter b1, Roberta 20. The former 
made a break of 44, ending it by losing, 
through a defeot iu: the table, a six shot 
beautifully played for; aud Roberts made 
22 cf his 29 in one break, Both of them 
showed some beautiful play. The defeot 
in the table referred to here is a raised 
patch right over the mcuth of the right top 
pooket ; apparently the corner of the cloth 
turned underneath, It wi-l probably be 
got rid of before to-night’s play comes on. 
dn every other respect the table is a good 
one. Tha balls were not left in position 
by Roborts when he made his 22 break ; 
Shorter therefore failed to score, and Rob- 
orts, following, did the same. Mr Shorter 
then went in, and showed some extremely 
pretty play, - He bad luck against him, 
and the ‘thard-lines” into which Fate 
foveral times led him gained the sympathy 
of hts audience, who very liberally ap- 
plauded. He got the spot stroke, and did 
aeven consecutive pookets, on the left and 
right top pocket alternately, player's ball 
coming off the “ cush” .and, settling down 
fi the same position every tine, With 
occasional saote he wade altogether eleven. 
spot’ strokes in this breax of 36, the 
next beat break made during the even- 
ing, Tho game be left was Shorter 87, 
Roberts $1." Roberts then made a good 
break of 29, ond wos handsomely: ap- 
planded, 
gave him another chance, and he took 
advantage of this by scoring 22, mak- 
ing the game 92 all.: Several other times 
they crostod each other'in this way, but 
thore waano extraordinary play to record, 
no fearful or wonderful shots to notice. 
Tt soust bo remembered, in connection with 
this fact, that Mr Roberts has not been 
playing since he was at Penang, some 
two months ago or more.’ Mr Shorter juat 
arrived on Sunday from Singapore, and 
civilization has not yet advanced far enough 
to let us have swinging billiard tables on 
board all passenger ships, to sallow of tra- 
vellora whiling away in ‘* practice” the long 
time that often hangs so heavy, on their 
hands. The best break of the evening was 
Shorter’s 67, which be ran up through a 
little careful nursing, and a score of 89 by 
the spot stroke,—that is 13 pockets, The 
beautifal way in which he kept the balls 
together was much admired.

SUPREME COURT, 


IN SUMMARY’ JURISDICTION. 
(Before tho Hon, the Acting Puisne Judge, 
J.d, Franors, Heq ). 


Borabjea e. Blecher, $6,—This was a claim 
for money lent. Defendant admitted owing 
the money, but said that it was fora lottery 
ticket. “Chis plaintiff positively denied, and 
defendant us positively reiterated his atate- 
ment. His eae said he must hear the 
case, Tho plaintiff having been declared, 
said that he was'a shopkeeper carrying on 
business at 43 Holywood Road. The debt 
now sued for money lent for whichhe had a 
Promissory note. At the stage it was found 
that defendant had the. promissory note in 
his possession, the Court only hiving the 
copy. ‘Hin dandship said that more care 
should be taken, @ promissory note was 
found to be unstamped, and judgment was 
avcordingly entered for defendant, the pro- 
missory note to be sent to Mr Lister, the 
collector of Stamp Revenue, :
